Upon this subject the Treasury 
records show that John F. Bnckner 
Las been for several years past a Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the 
Fifth district of Kentucky. He is 
not a defaulter for 8100,000 nor any 
sum, bat during the Summer bia 
then cashier, Jackson, robbed him 
of §65,300 in Government moneys 
Jackson 
subsequently 
committed 


•suicide. 
The loss was discovered at 


-Bristow's office before it was known 
at Louisville. 
All of Bucknei-'s 


bonds are on file in the Treasury 
here and an examination of them 
show that tho late Mr. Poster was 
never on any of them. 
The loss is 


abundantly secured to the Govern- 
ment by the Collector's bond of SIM,- 
000 and sureties which are worth 
more than Sl.000,000. 
Buckner has 


now n petition for relief before tho 
House of Representatives indorsed 
by citizens of Kentucky, without re- 
gard to party.

To-day being a legal holiday in this

city are closed, bunting is displayed 
in profusion and to-night there is to 
be a grand illumination.

Since 
that hour there has been a continual 
jam. 
The clouds, which had up to 


7 A. M. been very threatening, have 
now entirely disappeared, and the 
indications are that the day will be 
warm. The Foreign Commissioners 
and other distinguished visitors and 
guests, are being seated with very 
little confusion. 
Their entrance be- 


ing effected through the main exhi- 
bition hall which will remain closed 
to the general public until noon. 
The ceremonies opened at 10:15, the 
national airs of all nations being per- 
formed by a large orchestra. 
It ia 


estimated that 5,000 people are on the 
grounds and the populace is still 
pressing in. 
Every available spot 


in the neighborhood of the grand 
stand in front of Memorial Hall is 
occupied by an impatient crowd who 
are awaiting the arrival of President 
Grant, who has just been escorted to 
the entrance by the military. 


At 11:30 A. M. Doni Pedro arrived 


and -was escorted to bis seat by Gen- 
eral Hawley. At 10:45 General Phil. 
Sheridan and wife passed over from 
the main building to the stand i: 
front of Memorial Hall. This was 
during the rendition of the national 
airs, and he was greeted with great 
applause, which he gracefully ac- 
knowledged.

Pacific Railroad Company, and its re- 
sults. 
This company, originally 


chartered to construct a line of rail- 
road from the Pacific coast to the 
eastern boundary of California, was 
afterward authorized by Congress to 
continue its line through the Terri- 
tories and States intervening to the 
Missouri river. 
Subsequently the 


Western Pacific, the San Joaquin 
Valley and the San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Alameda roads were consolidat- 
ed, with the Central Pacific, the Di- 
rectors of which, in 1870, also secur- 
ing the control of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, a corporation formed by the 
consolidation 
of four other rail- 


road companies. In building the 
General Pacific road, a majority of 
the directors formed themselves into 
a company like the Credit Mobiler, 
called the Contract and Finance 
company, and contracting with them- 
selves fraudulently secured immense 
profits in constructing the line. 
By 


such sharp practice a few speculators 
managed to absorb the proceeds of 
all the subsidies, and now tho Con 
tral Pacific road is mainly owned by

four men, Lelaud Stanford, 0 
Huntingtou, Mark Hopkins, and 
Charles Crocker, these four men also 
own the controlling interest—proba- 
bly three-fourths—of the Southern

Mr. Piper says that it ia 


doubtful if the four men who now 
own nearly tho whole lot of this col- 
lossal property were worth in the 
aggregate more than §150,000 when 
they embarked i* the railroad busi- 
ness; but now after twelve or thir 
teen years, the aggregate wealth 
amounts to as many millions as they 
then possessed 
thousands.

bered, for whom the taxpayers of 
the United States are yearly com 
pel led to pay tho interest

The company now 


owes the United States foi bonds, 
over £39 000,000. including 811,114,- 
685 unpaid interest. 
In rfturu for 


this extravagant bounty of Congress 
to the handful of mtin who own this 
road, the line has been managed so 
as to be an instrument of oppression 
to the people, while its money power 
has beet> persistently used to influ- 
ence State and National legislative 
bodies, control elections, and debauch 
public morality. The history of the 
Central Pacific subsidy should be au 
effectual warning against any further 
tolerance of schemes to private emol- 
ument urged upon the pretence of 
effecting a public good.—.W, Y. Sun.

SOUTHERN 
PACIFIC 
EAILBOAD.— 


Work on the the Southern Pacific 
Railroad continues to be pushed 
with au nncliminished force. The 
nnusual and long-continued rains 
rendered progress difficult, except in 
the tunnels, nine of which are now 
complete, and work in all the others 
is going on well. The long tunnel, 
under the San Fernando mountain, is 
finished for 4,408 feet, leaving 2,542 
feet to be taken out. At the rate of 
24 feet per day (being four feet on 
each of the 6 fanes,) it will require 
until about the first of July to com- 
plete the work. 
This being the 


measure of progress on the line be- 
tween San . Francisco and Los An- 
geles, communication by rail be- 
tween the two cities may reasonably 
be expected in July noxt. On the 
line from and South of Los Angelas, 
to the crossing of the Colorado river 
at Fort Yuma, the grade is complete 
for 150 miles; the track is laid 134 
miles, and is in regular operation to 
''Seven Palms," where a daily four- 
horse stage connects to Prescott, 
TnOHO!i and all points in Arizona. 
As tiie track extends to available 
points for stage and water stations, 
staging is being shortened.

pays our Postmaster $2,300 and al- 
lows about half pay for a clerk. Tlit 
Virginia Postoffico pays a salary to 
its Postmaster of 82,000 and allows 
full pay for four clerks. The Gov 
ecniur>nt pays for office rent there; 
but compels the Postmaster here to 
get it the best he may. There in 
really no justice iu this discrepancy; 
but it ia the way the Postoffice De 
partmeut has of dealing, and there is 
no appeal from it.
